S acramento, February 25, 1SS0. 
The Senate m et in regular session at 10 a. m., 
Pres d ? rt Mansfield in the chair. 
R oll called and a quorum present. 
Tiie journal of yesterday was read aud approved. 


TH K 
DESTY CASK. 
Mr. O o x o k r presented the certificate of election of 
Robert Dcsty, as Senator from the |¿ighih Sena­ 
torial D istrict, aud requested th at he be sworn in. 
A fter a warm discusión the certificate was re­ 
turned by a vote of 30 ayes to 8 noes, on the 
ground than the ease was still before the Committee 
oil Lleeiions. 


G O V ERN It’S M FSKAGE. 
A message was received from the Governor, un- 
nouncing his approval of Senate Lilis Nos. 24, 28 
and 29. 


T H E R E V E N T E R II.LF. 
The Senate took up the consideration of the m a­ 
jority and m inority reports of the Jo in t Committeu 
on Revenue and Taxation, w ith the substitute l-ill 
from each for Senate Bills Nos. 101, 120, 188, 190, 
199, 206, 280. • 
A long discussion took place as to w hether the 
Bub.-titui.es were new bills, and had to be rend at 
length a ftrstjim e.

Senate Bill No. 254—An Act granting relief to 
taxpayers w hose lands have been sold to t he State 
(by Mr. Neum ann)—was indefinitely postponed, on 
motion of Mr. J o h n sto n, as thn Senate had already 
pass d a bill containing substantially the same pro­ 
visions.

Senate Co current It s lution No. 14—Relative to 
the modification of the Burlingame treaty (by Mr. 
Gorman)—was rcjd. third time and passed by a vote 
of 33 ayes to 3 noes. 
Senate Bill No. 283- An Act to confer power upon 
incorporated cities and towns to rem o\e Chinese 
without the lim its of such cities and towns, or to 
provide for their location within prescribed portions 
of their limits (by Mr. Johnson)—was read third 
time'. 
Mr. N bünanx explained that lie should vote 
against the b 11 on the ground th at he believed it to 
be unconstitutional. 
Messrs. I I ittk ll a n d D ic k ix m $ to o k th e same 
g ro u n d . 
Mr. W atson said th a t he fav o re d th e jfrinciple of 
the bill, but did n o t want to m ake it the duty of the 
Boards of Trustees to remove the Chinese. 
Ho 
niovod to recommit the bill, with instructions 10 
strike out the pords “ and it is hereby made their 
duty.” 
• Mr. CoYger opposed the motion. 
lie wanted the 
Boards of Trustees compelled to remove the Chinese 
w ithout their limits. 
Mr. Chase opposed the recom m itm ent, holding 
that the bill did not compel the Trustees to remove 
the Chinese. 
Mr. W k nd ell held th at the last proviso of the bill 
covered the objection rai-ed by Mr. Watson. 
Mr. W atson w ith d re w h is m o tio n , a n d said if t h a t 
w as th e c o n s tru c tio n of it h e w o u ld v o te fo r th e bill. 
Mr. G lascock said he would vote against the bill 
because he believed it to be unconstitutional. 
Mr. J o h n so n* read the constitutional provision on 
this question, and said th at he believed Mr. Glas­ 
cock had voted for it in th o Constitutional Conven­ 
tion, and voted for the new* Constitution. 
He 
would vote for the bill because it complied w ith the 
Constitution of the State, and let the Courts decide 
the rest. 
Mr. Glascock said th at in the Constitutional 
Convention he voted against each of the sections on 
the Chinese except the first one. 
He voted for the 
Constitution, and was proud of it. 
Mr. Enos favored the passage of the bill, and held 
it to be cou-titutionul. 
He believed in the passage 
of every bill that was constitutional th at was uu 
friendly to the Chinese. 
M r. W est s u p p o rte d th e b ill o n th e g ro u n d th a t it 
w as th e d u ty o f a itie s a n d to w n s to p ro te c t th e ir 
c itiz e n s a g a in s t c o n ta m in a tio n b y in fe c tio u s d ise a se s 
o r d e g ra d in g in flu e n ce s. 
Mr. J ohnson referred to the journals of the Con- 
stituti »n;d Convention to show th at Senator Glas­ 
cock had not voted against the Chinese article id 
the Constitution. 
He also read froui the address 
subm itted with the Constitution to show th at this 
legislation was recommended. 
Mr. G l a sc o c k reiterated his statem ent th at he did 
vote against all the sections on Chinese except the 
first oue. 
lie did not believe th s bill w aj in con­ 
flict with the Constitution of the M ate, b u t it was 
in conflict w ith the Constitution of the United 
States.

day's work under the supervision of a Government 
architect. 
The author says th at the contract system 
on this coast has been disgraceful and expensive, 
and cites the Branch Prison at Folsom, the City 
Hall, the Napa Asylum, and other pifblic works.] 
By Mr. T y ler - An Act to amend Section 59 of the 
Civil Code, relating to the validity of m arriage. 


FIRST READING OF BU L8. 
A num ber of bills were read a first time, and re­ 
ferred to appropriate committees. 


THE REVENUE BILLS. 
The question being as t<| which of the bills, 403 or 
404, should be read a third time, Mr. H a rtso.n* took 
the 
floor in advocacy of No. 403. 
He said 
that 
while his individual 
interests 
prompted 
him 
to 
one 
course 
of 
action, 
bis 
mere 
selfish considerations should give place to the con­ 
sideration of duty to the people of the State. 
He 
proceeded to fortify his position by num erous au­ 
thorities, and made a clear and concise argum ent 
iu favor of the proposition supported by th« mi­ 
nority of the joint committee. 
He claimed th at the 
proposed law is almost identical with the one under 
which the State acted from 1850 down to the time 
when the Hit>ernia Bank cases were decided. That 
the proposed law is far m^re liberal in its provisions 
than the law iu New York and Illinois. That capital 
will not leave the State because it earns more hert 
than it would elsew here; th at the law is the one de­ 
manded by the people ; th at anyone disobeying the 
m andates of the Constitution will be relegated to ob­ 
scurity by the people; th at the Constitution says 
stocks m ust be taxed, and th at it is not double tax ­ 
ation, because the value of the real and personal 
property is to be deducted ; th at if property escapes 
taxation, that is double taxation of the worst kind, 
which falls upon those least able to bear it, namely, 
those who own small properties, and whose property 
cannot escape the Assessor's eve. 
He attributed a 
great part of the stagnation in business to the evils 
of stock gambling, and denounced the system in the 
most severe terms. 


SPEECH OF MR. MAT. 
Mr. Hartson was followed by Mr. M a t , who said : 
Mr. Speaker, there is no questibn as to the great 
importance of the measure now under discussion, 
and we should discuss it with th at gravity which its 


im portant? demands. 
It has been fo dB<*ussed up 
to this moment, and I do not r*roj»ose to treat it 
with any degree of levity.

ered by no velvet.

IRON HAND OP POWER 
And should never bo laid upon any xnan^unless it 
be justly lu il there and 1 should not, sitting here 
as a legislator, vote f r or support any bill for rev­ 
enue or taxation that will lay this irorihur d unjustly 
or wrongly upon any man, be he hign or be he low. 
To day, Mr. Speaker, California rita in sackcloth 
and ashes. 
The 
gentleman 
who 
has

seat, 
who so eloquently occupied 
the attention of this House for the last hour, has 
truly ^pictured the condition of California today.

I was somewhat em barrassed about the m anner 
in wbi h I would present this, question of double 
taxation, bu t thc«gcutletuan from Solano has en­ 
tirely disembarrassed me.

ground boldly th at t' e capital slock of corporations 
and he certificates of shares were two separate and 
distinct things, ami properly subject to taxation, 
anil «he gentleman referred to decisions of the 
Suprem e ( ' *urt <>f the Unhcd States to sustain that 
vi w. 
With reference to th at point I haven’t more 
than a «1- 
n word*», an 1 that is th is : Such an asser­ 
tion docs violet cc to any n an’s common sense, aud 
hardly needs argum ent to disprove it.

AN ILLUSTRATION. 
I will illustrate briefly. 
Say th at five farmers, 
living in some secluded valley, determ ine, in their 
own interests, to engage in th e im provement of their 
«stock. 
I am not speaking *.f the kind of stock the 
gentlemen are talking about, hut stock as farmers 
understand it. They determ ine to send East and 
im port some animals. They want §5,000 for tin t 
purpose. They have no money. They have ranches, 
and fine improvement*, and ohl Money-bags lives in 
the neighborhood and he hr.s the money.

81,000, and for this purpose give their notes for 
the 
money. 
They take* 
the money and go 
East and purchase their bulls, and their stallions, 
and their rams, and their corresponding m ates, and 
bring them on and commence the improvement of 
th eir sto k. TbeA sa asor c o m a to Moneybags to 
assess him. 
He assesses him i.*r those notes. That 
is right. 
Ho goes down $5,000 for the notes. 
Then 
he comes to you farmers. 
You have formed a cor­ 
poration. Now, according to the argum ent of the 
gentlem en 
from 
>apa 
and Solano, .the next 
point of assessment 
should 
be your capital 
stock, 
which 
is, 
say, 
810,000, 
of 
which 
you hive paid up half. 
They say th at the 
Constitution says the second item should be your 
c mital stock. 1 say it is no fuch thing. Down goes 
3*our capital stock at whatever it may be worth. 
Then he goes on to yotir farm s and assesses the 
animals which you have invested your money in. 
How many tim es is th at property taxed? Is there 
any justice in that? There is only §5,000 in money 
there, bu t it has gone down on the Assessor's books 
for §15.000. 
Now* they say the Supreme Court of 
the United States says th at is not double taxation. 
Well, you know better. There is no argunsent that 
can make any man, who has a grain of common 
sense, believe that th at is n<>t 


DOUBLE 
TAXATION. 
Now, go a little farther. 
Half a dozen of you en­ 
gage in a mining enterprise, and you make a loca­ 
tion—say at Virginia City ; you incorporate a com­ 
pany in San Francisco. 
Your capital stock is 
$500,000. 
You put th at am ount actually into the 
mine. 
You issue shares of stock to each other for 
the money paid in. 
Now, in th e first place, all your 
property is in Virginia City. 
There is not a dollar 
in San Francisco. The vis.blc property is assessed 
and taxed in Virginia City as it should be 
But 
th at does not answer. The gentlemen from Napa 
and Solano say th at the Assessor should go on and 
tax you and your capital stock in San Francisco for 
$500,000, and in addition to th at they m ust tax you 
on the certificates of shares which you have iu your 
pocket, and yet they cite the decisions of the Supreme 
Court- to show th at this is not double taxation. 
Then they are taxed three tim es—once in Virginia 
City and twice in San Francisco. 
Well, it is not 
double taxation, it is treble taxation. 
Now we o rn e down to the assessment of stocks 
again, and I want to say here th at the Constitution 
does not say th at you shall tax the capital stocks ; 
there is no such thing in the Constitution. 
It has 
been frequently asserted here th at if we fail to tax 
the capital stock of corporations, we violate our 
oaths to Bdpport the Constitution. 
I say the Con­ 
stitution nowhere says you shall tax the capital 
stock of corporations. 
And, if it did say b o , it 
would talk nonsense ; for the capital stock of cor 
porations is a mere figment of a man’s brain. 
It has 
no substance. 
It is hardly the shadow of anything. 
Take an example. Take the Consolidated V irginia 
mine. That incorporation has all its property in 
Virginia City. Suppose the Assess r assesses the cor­ 
poration stock at $5,000,000, and the assessment

per cent., 
there is

taxes 
goes 
uptfn 
the 
assessment 
roll. 
They fail to pay up. The collector calls on them, as 
his habit is, and wants the money. 
Thc> say, “ All 
we have is the corporate seal and a box of steel 
pens ; you can take those.” 
W hat are you going to 
do ? How is the Tax Collector going to get his 
money 7 Go to Virginia City and levy upon the 
m ine? I think not. 
How, then, is he going to get 
it ? The g .‘ntleman says, 


“ S IL L T H E C A PITA L STOCK.” 
All right. 
You have assc»«ed the capital stock. 
The auctioneer gets up and cries, “ $5,000,000 of 
capital stock ; how much for it?” 
Who will buy it? 
Will any man out A the Insane Asylum bid for it? 
Is it worth anything to anybody? Suppose a man 
bought it; what good would it do him? Will he dangle 
it in a bag? Can he buy his lunch with it? It is 
nothing. 
I adm it it is in the power of the State to 
take from the corporation its tangible property ; but 
when they haven’t any, what are you going to 
do about it? Isn't it proof positive th at when you 
tik e the thing assessed, and can’t m akeyour money 
out of it, thaty.»y have made a mistake? I think so. 
I think you don’t want to follow that road any fu r­ 
ther than to show th a t when you l^ave made an 
assessment, and have got possession of the thing 
assessed, and it is as nothing in your hands, you 
have made a mistake. JVhat you w ant to do is to 
assess the shares of Consolidated Virginia, in who** 
hands they are, and for whatever they may be 
worth. 
The gentleman said th at bill No. 403 makes 
no 
froaision 
for 
asse^ing 
stocks, 
and no 
p r e s ió n f r assessing credits. 
Section 5 read? : 
“ He m ust exact from each person, firm and cor­ 
poration a statem ent, in writing, in the form pre­ 
scribed by the State Board of Equalization, showing 
all the property, not exem pt from taxation, belong­ 
ing to. claimed by, in the possesriun or under the 
control or management of su h person, firm or cor­ 


poration. 
The statem ent must separately state and 
d—cribe lands, city or town loti, improvements, 
mortgages, deeds oí trust, contracts a n ! other obli 
nations by which debts are secured, stocks issued by 
corporations, cred'ts for moneys deposited with sav­ 
ings andelom corporations, ‘*r other corj»orations 
doing a banking business, all other credits, debts 
owing Py such person, firm or corporation to bona 
residents <»£ thi» State, or to fii nis or corporation» 
doing l*isinrs8 in this State.” 
* 
Til a t is what, he m ust report—stocks issued by 
corporations. Then you have th e credits. 


PROPERTY MUST BE TAXED. 
The gentlem an from Solano drew a vivid and af­ 
fecting picture of a man who sits down isith his 
§500,OcO m bonds, and stccks, and assumes th at we 
are not going to assess them. But wo arc. 
Such a 
condition oi things, under our bill, is impossible. 
But I know w hat the gentleman 1 ad i i his mind. 
He had in his mind o:.c* of hi? own friends, and here 
he is : In Bill No 4ü4 1 find this : “ The term credits 
means those unsi cured debts owing to jh rsons as 
sensed by bona fide residents oi this ¡state.” That is 
w hat the term credits means as they interpret it. 
That is to say, that all this, bloated monopolist, this 
bloated moneybairs has to th», if he wishes to go un­ 
taxed. is to say to the Assessor : “ My money is all 
loaned in Virginia City.” Now we propose no such 
thing as that. 
All he has to do is to sav, “ I have 
no money loaned to rrsidents of California,” and he 
goes scot frfe. 
Unde that hi I you could not reach 
him . 
Under Bill No. 403 it is not possible for a 
dollar of property in California to escape taxation. 
It say s: 
“ The term personal property includes everything 
which ia subject to ownership having a pecuniary 
value.” W hat do yon want more than th a t? We 
s<>y everything in the State shall he taxed th at is 
subjc ct to owi crship aud has any value. 
Do the 
people of California 


WANT A.VYTftING MORE THAN THAT? 
Thcf gen»temen last night *q»oke about mortgages 
being taxed. 
I suppose the gentle nan knows, it is 
not necessary for me to tell him, that so far as that 
g«»es it does not m ake any ditlcreuce w hether we 
t ajAnortgages or not. 
They aje a mere interest in 
the property. 
If m ortgages g i m the assessment 
roll they cotne off of the real estate, and it makes 
no diiTe: w 
to the treasury. 
It make» not one jot 
«*r tittle • » difference. 
I? I have a home worth 
$1,000, a :.1 * Is ii v*tgi ged for $500, the assessment 
will stand : 
“ May—interest in home, §500; Money 
Bags- interest in home, $500.” 
Bill No. 403 t^xes stocks in the hands of the 
holder, provi ed the property which the stock rep 
resents does not appear upon the assessment roll, 
and if it do s, the stock ought not to appear there. 
If you assess the stock to the Corporation the money 
o m e s o u tc f the share holders. 
Where else could 
it come from 7 D on't the individual owner* i ave to 
pay. 
Can there be any doubt of that ? Have the 
corporations some way to coin mor.ev that the peo­ 
ple know nothing about 7 When the corporation is 
assessed a- §10,CgO, who pays it? 
W hy, the stock­ 
holders. 
Having paid it. once, if you go to the in­ 
dividual stock-holders and assess them a. am, 


isn't that double taxation? 
Isay , first, you cannot assess the capital stock, 
because it ha? no existence; because, when you 
d i assess it and take it iu execution, you have 
nothing. 
It has no value. 
I say ;f you do assess 
it, the corporations will »l:p through your fingers. 
The proper way to do is to a.*:?ess everything the 
corporali n has in sight. 
And then if tiie stock in 
the hands of the «tim bers is worth more than the 
capital st ek of the company, assess them for it. 
Now, fur a moment I will leave this question and 
consider th at of the hanks, for this is the im portant 
question. 
When the present organic law was under 
discussion, it was at one time well nigh settled th at 
it would be rejected by the people on this very ques­ 
tion of double taxation. 
I know* myself how it was 
iu the city where I live. 
And all th at saved it from 
condemnation at th e hands of the people was the 
gigantic labors of the San Francisco CA ron i d ' in 
affirm ug early and late that it was impossible that 
there could he double taxation, together w ith the 
advocacy df Volney E. Howard and t-.ine other dis- 
t nguished gentlemen. 
I was myself fearful th at it 
might 
be 
tortured 
into 
an 
indorsem ent 
of 
double taxation. 
I 
did 
nut 
hesitate to say 
»o on the public platform. 
And 
I 
was met 
by the distinct and smphatic avowal by the San 
Francisco Chronicle, Volney E. Howard and others, 
th at it did not mean double taxation, and th at 
double taxation was impossible. 
And I say to you 
gentlemen th at you stand 


FLEDGED TO THE PEOPLE OF CALIFORNIA, 
To see th at there is no double taxation. 
In the city 
where I live, had it not been for these asiuniwcts. 
the Constitution would not have received 5,000 
votes. 
The poor are willing to be taxed once, 
the rich are unwilling to be taxed at all. 
W hat 1 
want is to see to it that the poor man is taxed only 
once, and th at the rich man is also once taxed. The 
San Francisco Chron id e said, during that campaign : 
“ Now the Legislafure may tax bank deposits in 
either of two ways. 
It may tax them to the indi­ 
vidual depositors separately, or to the hanks col­ 
lectively, w hich areeiinply agents for the depositor». 
They are property having value, and certainly 
should pay taxes; bu t they cannot be taxed both to 
the banks and to the dejMiBitois. 
W hy? Because 
that would be taxing th e saíne property at twice its 
value, and not in proportion to its value. 
It would 
be iust like taximr gas stock to the individual sliaie- 
holders and again to the to» pnration ; or like taxing 
real estate in the hands of an agent and a^ain to the 
owner. 
It wculd be unequal, * unjust, ridiculous, 
and clearly unconstitutional. 
TJje natural way to 
do would be t<* tax the deposits in the bank», and 
not tax the depositors individually.” 
Now, ii 
there 
is 
anywhere 
an 
authority upon 
the 
Constitution, it is the Sail Francisco Chroni­ 
cle. 
The 
gchtlemcn 
from Napa and Solano 
s»y it w right t-> tax this money twioe. 
The 
ChrutiicU tltfrn said it 
would he unequal, unjust, 
ridicu'oüí and clo udy m .f'm s ituti nal.” T he-/m e 
question had been preriouri}* discussed by Voluev 
K. Howard. 
He said : “ They rai * a -false issue 
and clamor, by alleging that the Com-lituti n% as 
proposed, i*t taxing ere*!its, imposes, double taxa­ 
tion. They ignore the fact th at the Constitution 
declares th at ‘ all property in the State shall be 
taxed in proportion to its value, to be ascertained 
according to la*.v,’ and to 
ake assurance doubly 
sure, provides ‘ State and County Boards of Equali­ 
zation, whose duty it shall be to equalize the valu­ 
ation of the taxable property of the several coun­ 
ties in the State for the pt.rjiores of taxation,’ aud 
also th at the Board is authorized and empowered 
‘ to increase or lower the entire assessment, roll or 
any assAsm cnt of properly eontaixed therein, so 
as to equalize the assessment of property contained 
in said assessment roll.’ 
It is therefore clear th at 
double tixatiou is impossible hereafter if the 
new 
Constitution 
sluil! 
be 
adopted. 
First, 
under this provisión, if 
property 
should be 
doubly t*xcd, it wo. Id not be according to the 
value, and if it appears on the face of the assess­ 
ment it-would be void, and the C >urt would so de­ 
clare; second, if it was so assessed it w.>uld be the 
sworn duty of the Board oi Equalization to reduce 
ilto a s in e lc valuation.

Iíecokd-Union : The question of 
taxation was the great one on which the bat­ 
tle for the new ( onstitution was fought. 
I t 
is very generally acknowledged by its sup­ 
porters that no double taxation rf the same 
property was sought or intended. 
But the 
dominant idea controlling the advocates of 
Article X III. of the Constitution was to 
make the “ rich m an” pay taxes cn all the 
property owned by him. This, in theory, is 
exactly right, but the attempt to indirectly 
reach individuals through the direct taxation 
of property has led to the difficulties now en­ 
countered by our law-niaktrR in framing a. 
constitutional Act which will avoid double 
taxation. 
Aside from a pojl tax, the amount 
of which should be a percentage on the val­ 
uation of the property owned by the indi­ 
vidua*. the only practical mode of taxing 
persons in proportion to wealth is an income 
tax. But the adoption of these two modes 
would involve the abrogation of the direct 
property tax. 
The theory of our Cloveru- 
neerit is to tax property, ami not individuals, 
and fio long as this principle prevails prop­ 
erty must be taxed wherever and in the pos­ 
session of whomsoever found. The Govern* 
iiMnt looks solely to the property fur its tax. 
It asks no personal judgment or process 
against individuals therefor, and when it 
prcqx í-es to determine tcho should pay this 
tax, ir attempts an interference in the 
private business relations of the people, 
v.hich is slikc detiimental t<* both parties, 
so long as the principle d a property tax is , 
adhered to. 
1* .s very generally held that 
property is a creation of the law ; that only 
that which the s; a tute d telares to be propet ty ’ 
js property, and that any thing «declared by 
law to be property is mu h. 
This i ; tiue, to a 
certain limited extent, ami for certain pur­ 
poses, But the unwritten common law of 
universal usage an oog the cd^amon people 
Bays, th a t5 fily that is property which has an 
independent value. 
The «teed to my farm or 
to your house and lot is property, recognised 
as such by law, hut no one,would for a mo­ 
ment advocate attaching any value to it for 
the purpose of taxation. 
My land, and your 
house and lot are taxed, and universal con­ 
sent recognizes that the whole property is 
taxed. 
I have before me Assembly Bills Nes. 403 
and 404, which I have carefully examined. 
Neither of them art* complete, but the prin­ 
cipal dilitrence involved seems t. be the taxa­ 
tion of stocks. Now what is the stock of a. 
corporation or joint stock company? 
The 
Bulletin, in its leader of the li)th, gives’a cor­ 
rect, or at least a very fair definition of it, 
but to my mind draws a somewhat incorrect 
conclusion. A deed represents only real es­ 
tate. Stock represents both real estate and 
personal property, which latter, under *»ur 
Constitution, includes “ debts, credits, fran­ 
chises,” etc. 
Thus, if one person were to 
buy 
all 
the 
£tock 
of 
any 
corpora­ 
tion, 
he would ’be 
sole owner of ail 
its real and personal property, franchise in­ 
cluded, 4p more and no loss, and his slock 
would represent no other value—and the 
market value of all that stock, unaffected by 
“ bulling and bearing,” would be precisely 
the estimated value of all the real and per­ 
sonal property of the corporation. 
The 
natural causes of advance in value of stocks 
are additional improvements, additional 1&- 
bdr performed and additional developments 
of wealth, which promise dividend.-*. 
B ut on 
each recurring day for the levy of taxes the 
additional value thus produced by the im­ 
provements made, labor done, and developed 
value of the property will, or should be, 
taxed. 
Hence an honest valuation of the n a! 
and per.-'cnal property of any co»poration will, 
at any given date, exactly equal the honést 
valuation of its capital stock. If the Legis­ 
lature desires to tax the fictitious values 
created by gambling in stocks, let it do so by 
a license tax on the gamblers, for it is well 
known that the market values established by 
them, in nine cases out cf ten, bear no rela­ 
tion toan honest valuation of the ¡ /operty ; 
aud to tax this fictitious value to the corpora­ 
tion would wrong innocent st» cluiolders who 
are not gamblers. 
If five r¡ “l, inc.- *ri - rate to 
casry on a business, owning shares equally, 
their

To my mind the fair and honest 
way to tax the pi op*:rty of all corporations is 
to declar* the stock an interest in the prop­ 
erty, and let an honest assessment of all its 
real an»i personal property, including the 
value <*f its franchise, be 1 lie value of such 
stock aud property. As to the provision in 
the mil: rity bill for taxing the owners of 
stock of foreign corporations with such stock

It is to be hoped that neither of the In- 
surancc bills which have fcepn made the 
special order in the Senate for to-day, will 
pass. 
It lias been sufficiently demon­ 
strated that they are in the xnain neither 
more nor less than seltish schemes on the» 
part of certain rapacious local insurance 
companies to monopolize the business in 
this State by driving out their Eastern and 
foreign competitors. 
If they could suc­ 
ceed in doing this they would at once raise 
their own rates, and oblige the public with 
au inferior class of insurance at a higher 
price. 
The chief advocates of these highly 
objectionable hills 
arc .General J. 
F. 
Houghton and Mr. C. T. Hopkins. 
Both 
of these enterprising and ingenious persons 
have deluged the Legislature with the 
thinnest 
kind of sophistries, intended 
to make it appear that they had only 
the 
public 
good 
at 
heart. 
We 
do 
not, 
however, 
believe 
that they 
have made any converts to their pe­ 
culiar theories. 
The facts of the situation 
are too much for them. 
Mr. Hopkins, in­ 
deed, had the fatuity to.appeal to the l.c0- 
ialatme < u the ridiculous ground that it 
Would be a goo 1 thing to “ protect home 
-‘industry” in insurance, by giving the 
public less security, and charging more for 
it. 
Thu attempt to force such laws as 
these through the Legislature, moreover, 
argues a very low estimate both of the in­ 
telligence and public spirit of members, and 
we should think self-respecting men would 
be disposed to resuit the assumption that 
theycould he persuaded to 1 ctray their con­ 
stituents to the Philistines so easily. 
For 
assuredly nothing less than such a betrayal' 
is contemplated by Messrs. Houghton and 
lfopkins. Finding that the average insurer 
has a toleiably keep, instinct for a safe 
company, and that local companies with 
all their eggs in one basket are conse­ 
quently at some disadvantage, these crafty 
gentlemen have put their heads together 
and undertaken to brighten their business 
prospects by getting a law passed com­ 
pelling the reluctant public to insure with 
them. 
It is true that the idea savers of 
, medieval economics, lint if it gould be put 
ia effect it would no doubt bring fish to the 
nets of the local companies—until the first 
great lire occurred in San Francisco; and 
then the local companies would probably 
disappear, gently but finally. 
It is too 
much to pay for the pleasure of feathering 
th e nests of Messrs. Houghton au 
Hop­ 
kins. 
The public have so w 
and 
interests, and in their name v 
¡fully 
submit that these insurance > 
ought to 
be rejected, with more or less emphasis.

TEE DS.'HIAGE BILL. 


The large attendance of citizens from all 
•parts of the interior at the Assembly 
Chamber last evening evinced the deep in- 
t(jr. st L it by all classes in the interior of 
the State in the fate of the bill known as 
Brown’s I) rant age Bill. 
The occasion was 
the consideration of this bill before the 
Assembly Committees of Agriculture and 
Water Lights. 
Mr. W. H. IVrks, of 
Marysville, occupied the major portion of 
the time in a full exposition of tlio pro­ 
visions and objects oi the Hill, a full short­ 
hand report of which will appear in our issue 
of to-myrrow. Mr. Park's exposition of the 
subject was exhaustive and lucid, and con­ 
stitutes a justification of the main features 
of the bill which cannot but commend the 
measure to the public. 
The principal ob­ 
jections heretofore urged against the bill 
have been iu regard to the authority of the 
Commissioners, and the extent to which the 
property in the proposed drainage districts 
would be liable for taxation. 
Mr. Parks 
has himself proppsod amendments to 
both the obnoxious provisions which re­ 
move the ground for opposition. 
He pro­ 
poses a s.rict limitation o f-taxation to 
an amount 
which 
could not exceed 
live- per cent, 
of the value of the 
property 
assessed. 
In 
regard 
to 
the question of authority he is willing 
that the power of the Commitsionere should 
be guarded in any manner that may seem 
best. It is, however, perfectly evident that 
the Commisiionei s in any such scieemeTnust 
be endowed with at least sufficient power 
to carry it to a successful issue. 
If tl^re 
is any lesson taught conspicuously by the 
reclamation experiments of the past, it is 
the lesson that the right to object to pro­ 
ceedings is the right to thwart the whole 
plan. Brown’s Drainage bill is <the first 
measure that lias been devised with a 
view to putting in practice the re­ 
sults of engineering experience. 
That 
experience 
has 
shown 
that the de­ 
bris 
question, 
reclamation, 
irrigation 
and drainage, and the restoration of the 
rivers to navigability, all hang together. 
To deal with them separately is to waste 
money- and labor. 
So much the past has 
demonstrated. 
Now comes science and 
tells us that if we want to solve these prob­ 
lems we most treat them all together, 
and must begin by the adoption of a com­ 
prehensive scheme. 
To *frame such a 
scheme without putting large administra­ 
tive power in some hands would be utterly 
impossible. 
To attempt to introduce the 
priuciple of elections for the determination 
of points at issue would destroy all hope 
of practical results. 
There lmist be con­ 
siderable power intrusted to some body 
for such a purpose, and to assert {hat this 
cannot be done safely is to libel the civiliza­ 
tion of the community. 


Mr. Parks has shown, and we think con­ 
clusively, that the reclamation ¿urn debris 
problems can be solved under this bill, 
with certainty, for a total outlay of §4,­ 
000,000. 
The means for promoting the 
enterprise are to be drawn from an area 
containing in round nuraters§ 100,000,000 of 
pro; city, and it3 completion will bring 
into existence now values <b the amount of 
at least §00,000,000 more. 
The feasibility 
of the undertaking is guaranteed by- the 
best engineering talent in the State. 
On 
this point there is in fact no room for 
doubt or controversy. 
As far as Sacra­ 
mento is concerned it will be productive of 
the most positive benefits, and it will entail 
no appreciable audition to the rite of tax­ 
ation. 
The question ot what it will co3t, 
however, though easily answered, is leaiiy 
not the most vital consideration. 
The 
main point is, bow can we afford to do 
without it V It has been found tliat only in 
this way can the debris evil be remedied and 
reclamation be insured. 
To say that wo 
will not adopt this way would therefore be 
to say that we will not try to save our­ 
selves from destruction by flood, from com­ 
mercial ruin by the filling up of the rivers. 
The debris question is not one over w hich 
we can afford to go to sleep. 
11 threatens 
us more and more every- year. 
It swal­ 
lows up more lands, it raises the river l>cds 
higher, it forces us to build stronger levees, 
all the time. 
We must therefore face the 
absolute necessity ot deciding upon a pos­ 
itive policy in regard to it. 
1 be fanners 
cannot trust to litigation for salvation. 
If they do their ranches may bo buried 
under twenty feet of sand before they can 
get well into the Courts. 
There is need 
for prompt and comprehensive action, an<^ 
this bill points out a way Jo obtain the 
remedies which all are seeking. 
Under it 
the miners will be nude to contribute their 
just quota towards the settlement of the 
debris question. 
They will 
be held 
responsible for the detention of the debris 
in the mountains. 
The work, however, 
will all go forward together, and so every 
diminution of the central miscliief will at 
once be felt throughout the area involved. 
To oppose such a measure at this juncture 
is to oppose all remedial action, and only 
enemies of the people can do that deliber­ 
ately. 
There must be no -difficulty in 
guarding the proposed Drainage biil so 
thoroughly as J o protect all the interests 
concerned, but it must be realized that the 
undertaking is a great and extensive one ; 
that its success depends upon the harmony 
and unityjwith which it is carried o u t; and 
that it is quite impossible to oblain such 
benefits as are here assured without mak­ 
ing some temporary sacrifices. 
On the 
whole, with the amendments proposed, we 
regard the Brown Drainage bill as a safe 
and salutary measure, and we trust that jt 
will be reported favorably by the commit­ 
tee, and be adopted by both chambers of 
the Legislature. 


Thinking men are again beginning to 
wonder if law-abiding citizens are the only 
ones who have no rights in San Francisco. 
Kearney and his turbulent crew- can go 
every day to the sand lots, abuse reputable 
people in the vilest language, then form 
processions and march though the streets

by a great city without involving loss of 
reputation and credit, and Keameyisiu will 
yet be found more disastrous than a pesti­ 
lence, if this apathy lasts much longer.

It was sncli a scene as I am powerless to 
describe. 
Each boy sat at the fire in front 
of bis own particular stick or ramrod, on 
which were the little knoba of m eat; but 
beside each was a pile of lont; strips about 
an inch thick, and soma of them a yard in 
let:gth. 
While his knobs were slowly 
roasting the boy would take one ol these 
long strips^containing at least half a pound 
of meat, and,«holding one end iu the flame, 
would let it get toasted for a few seconds ; 
then he would place that end in his mouth, 
and begin to chew it-, placing the still un­ 
cooked end in the flame, and at the same 
time watching that the knobs on his stick 
did not get burned. 
For three hours or 
more nbt a boy moved from the lire, ex­ 
cept to cut up a fresh supply of meat or to 
have a drink of water. 
All thi r time they 
hardly spoke a word, so intent were thev 
on gorging themselves; but as the night 
advanced they broke into a low, monoto­ 
nous sort of humming chant, during which, 
one after the other, they recounted some 
adventure of the day, or expressed their

at

much good food, 
the 
others all the while keeping up an accom­ 
panying chorus of the humming chant. Oc- 
carionally they would raise their voices 
up to a yell, aud then sink them so low as 
to be almost inaudible. 
Woodward and 
myself turned into our blankets, and were 
soon lulled asleep by the monotonous but 
not unpleasant-sÍDgiiig. 
All through the 
night the boys alternately ate or sang, and 
several tim^s when I awoke I saw them 
still hard at work chewing down the yards 
of meat. 


T h e For.cE o f H a b i t .—A counselor, re­ 
nowned for the art of pleading, had a triek 
of rubbing his spectadc3 case while address­ 
ing a jury.

The Outlook at Sun Francisco- Fun-s of a 
Conflict—Business .Yearly Piirnlyzrfl. 
S a n F r a n c is c o ,,February 25th.—Concern­ 
ing the present condition of affairs, it may 
be said that there is some danger of a con­ 
flict on account of the fears .of botli parties. 
The Workingmen profess to believe that 
there is an organized effort about to be made 
to resist by force of arms the enforcement of 
the laws and ordinances recently passed, and 
claim to be the party of lav.- and order. 
Among tlie business class there is a tendency 
to accept the violent and incendiary language 
of the Workingmen's orators at it» face 
value, and to fear some overt act directed 
against Chinatown or the employers of Chi­ 
nese. There is also a strong feeling of im­ 
patience, anger anti disgust at the protracted 
and threatening character of this agitation, 
which has almost paralyzed business inter­ 
ests, reacting upon its supporters, and the 
sentiment is frequently expressed that rather 
than suffer a continuance of the evil it would 
l-.e preferable to have it out once for ail, and 
the sooner the better. The Workingmen’s 
leaders evidently have no desire to precipitate 
a conflict, arid their action to day indicate» 
that their policy is rather t« keep the agita­ 
tion just at such a point as falls short of vio­ 
lence, yet is sufficiently threatening to induce 
an acquiescence in their desires. This line 
of action is dangerous, in view of the excited 
state of the ptfbüc mind, and may result in 
provoking the other side into some action 
that will bring about a collision. Indeed, 
that is perhaps at present, the greatest source 
of danger.

Supreme Court reveried Judge Bellinger’s 
decision. However» the Judges of the Su­ 
preme Court do not declare the law unconsti­ 
tutional, but say that where the statute de­
